Trooper subdues Brown, 
takes away hammer

A Lawrenceburg man 
who once claimed he was 
owed five live eagles and 
$1 million 
after being 
“kidnapped 
and held for 
ransom” by 
police follow¬ 
ing a traffic 
stop now 
Brown faces a host of 
new charges, 
including allegedly threat¬ 
ening to kill another man. 

Dalton Wayne Brown, 20, 
of 1093 Hammonds Creek 
Road was charged with 
third-degree terroristic 
threatening and harass¬ 
ing communications last 
Thursday while appearing 
in Anderson District Court 
on another charge. 

That charge stemmed 
from his arrest Nov. 11 
when Brown allegedly 
had a hammer in his hand 
while pounding on the door 
of a state trooper’s home at 
1001 Twelve Oaks Drive in 
Lawrenceburg. 

According to court docu¬ 
ments, the unnamed troop-

Previous handgun, trafficking 
near school charges dismissed

A Lawrenceburg man was arrested 
Friday for the fourth time in two years 
on drug charges, this time for allegedly 
manufacturing metham- 
phetamine. 

Robert James Florence, 

44, was also charged with 
possession of a controlled 
substance and drug 
paraphernalia after police 
raided a residence at 1112 
Salt River Road, according 
to court documents. 

Also arrested in the 
incident was Alicia Nuck- 
ols, 25, of Lawrenceburg, 
who received the same 
charges as Florence. 

He was arraigned Mon¬ 
day in Anderson District 
Court, where he was 
ordered to be held on a

$10,000 cash bond. He was also ordered 
held on a $25,000 bond for violating 
previous bond conditions assigned in 
Anderson Circuit Court, according to 
court documents. 

Florence was out on bond from an 
arrest in February during which he 
was charged with first-degree drug 
trafficking after police busted him for 
oxycodone. He was scheduled to appear 
Jan. 8,2013 in circuit court for a disposi¬ 
tion hearing. 

Florence was charged several times 
in 2010. In June of that year he was 
charged with trafficking and possession

Waddy Werewolf meeting 
packs local Ruritan Club 

Some say dog responsible, wonder if it will attack again

WADDY - Residents seem 
convinced that the recent 
brutal maulings of several 
animals in southeast Shelby 
County were the blood¬ 
thirsty attacks of nothing 
more than a dog. 

Most of more than 100 resi¬ 
dents and community who 
attended a meeting Monday 
night at the Waddy Ruritan 
Club, expressed certainty that 
a rogue dog, or dogs, is respon¬ 
sible for the mauled calves 
and goats, at least five of 
which have had to be eutha¬ 
nized, which were found 
between Nov. 30 and Dec. 6. 

And now there could be 
confirmation coming. 

Tony Carriss, the Shelby 
County magistrate for Dis¬ 


trict 6, which includes Waddy, 
told the crowd that said offi¬ 
cials have a coroner who can 
perform an autopsy. At that 
point, Robert Green said his 
calf that had been attacked 
had died on Sunday. That 
attack occurred on the corner 
of Ditto and Dry Ridge roads. 

“It’s out in front of my 
barn right now; you guys can 
come get it whenever you 
want,” he said. 

Rusty Newton, Shelby 
County’s deputy judge-execu¬ 
tive and animal control man¬ 
ager, said he also would like 
to try to get the animal to the 
University of Kentucky. 

“I’d like to get it to up to 
UK to the diagnostics lab,” 
he said. “They might be able 
to help us figure out what

Gary and his wife Michelle Rice have 
been decorating their home at 1130 
Creekside Drive in Lawrenceburg for 
more than 10 years, and have been deco¬ 
rating together as long as they’ve been 
married. 

This year the Rices have strung up an 
estimated 5,200 feet of colored and icicle 
Christmas lights around the eaves and 
roof of their house and garage as well as 
the trees and shrubs on their three-acre 
property The couple worked all weekend 
long, a few hours each night, for three 
weeks to install the lights. 

That’s enough Christmas lights — a 
little under an entire mile’s worth — to 
stretch from their home to the entrance 
of their Fox Hollow neighborhood and 
back, Gary said. 

Most people hate decorating, he said. 
But Gary and Michelle have a system. 

He decorates the roof; this year he even 
brought home a manlift from work to 
fix the lights to the top of the house and 
the garage. Michelle decorates the front 
porch and the yard. 

Gary, a former iron worker who once 
“walked the beams,” is used to heights. 

His wife is not. 

“Yes, very much so,” Michelle said of 
her fear of heights. “I’ll do all the ground 
work.” 

Married for about 23 years, the couple 
keeps their decades-old Christmas light 
collection in 55-gallon drums, which can 
be difficult to untangle. 

“That was the worst thing this year,” 
Michelle said. “Untangling them and 
keeping all the breakers from tripping.” 

Though the warm winter weather was 
perfect for setting up the lights the week¬ 
end of Thanksgiving, the subsequent 
rainy days kept the Rices from turning 
on their Christmas light display. 

The cords can sense the moisture in 
the wet grass, which trips the breakers 
and makes it impossible to keep the lights 
on consistently, Gary said. 

“It’s a safety feature that’s put on the 
outside plugs,” Gary said. 

Although the Rices are pretty much 
at capacity for lights with all the outdoor 
outlets taken, Gary has toyed with the 
idea of getting LED lights and timing 
them to music like other Christmas light 
enthusiasts. 

But for now, the couple enjoys decorat¬ 
ing for themselves, and others. 

It doesn’t cost that much more to keep 
the lights on (Gary and Michelle estimate 
that their electric bill will increase by 
about $100 until they take their lights 
down right after Christmas.) 

They’ve paid more for other hobbies 
outside of Christmas decorations, Gary 
said. 

“Well, the end result, mostly,” Gary said 
of the reasons he and his wife make an 
effort to decorate the house and yard. 

“We see people stop and look and they 
get joy out of it. That’s mostly why we do 
it.”

animal attacked it. I’m not 
sure, but I sure would like 
to see.” 

Newton said he had been 
in contact with UK about 
the attacks but only to see 
if experts there had hard 
reports or seen animals 
that had been attacked in a 
similar manner. They had 
not, he said. 

Large cat, wolves? 

Some residents also spec¬ 
ulated during the meeting 
that the attacks may have 
been that of a large cat and 
or wolf or wolf-hybrid that 
had been crossbred with a 
large dog. 

However, Sgt. Doug 
Detheradge, with the 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife, said his officers 
have not heard of wolves in 
the area. 

“We’ve had no reports 
of a wolf, and we haven’t 
seen any indications of one 
in the area or released one 
in the area,” he said. “And 
with the number of hunt¬ 
ers and trail cameras we 
have in this area, I think 
we probably would’ve seen 
one or a big cat by now. 

And wolves as pets, unless 
they’re full-blooded, are 
not regulated by Fish and 
Wildlife.” 

Shelby County Animal 
Control Animal Control 
Supervisor Bradley King 
said that wolf hybrids are 


legal, but they would need 
to be permitted, like any 
other kind of dog. 

Carriss said he has been 
aware of wolves being kept 
in the county, but only of 
two instances. 

“There were two around 
earlier that were caged, and 
two others that were on Cat 
Ridge Road, but they have 
been destroyed,” he said. 

Residents brought up 
two other homes in the 
area that allegedly had 
wolves, wolf hybrids or 
Rottweiler-pit bull mixes. 

Newton assured the 
crowd that those owners 
have already been contact¬ 
ed and that those animals 
have been accounted for. 

Dogs likely would use 
the same game trails lead¬ 
ing between farms but are 
more likely to be shrugged 
off as nothing on trail cam¬ 
eras. 

Some skeptical 

But, no matter how 
many people in atten¬ 
dance remarked on how 
similar the attacks are to 
dog attacks they had seen 
before, some remained a 
little skeptical. 

“Whatever it is isn’t 
bothering my donkeys,” 
said Kevin Cox, whose 
three bulls and a goat were 
attacked. “That does make 
me think it might be a 
dog, but I have coon dogs, 
too, and when the attack 
happened, I heard the 
coon hounds barking, but 
I never heard another dog. 


It must be able to sneak up 
on what it’s after.” 

Teresa Parker echoed 
those statements, saying 
the attacks on her five 
goats didn’t seem like the 
work of a dog. 

But David Theiler, 
whose wife and daughter 
were chased by an animal 
and forced to wait it out in 
a garage, said he believes 
the attacks have stopped, 
the last one being Dec. 6th, 
for a reason. 

“I’m not pointing at 
nobody, but since it [news 
of the attacks] was let out 
to the public, there haven’t 
been any more killings,” 
he said. “Right now, every¬ 
body’s got their animals up 
and their dogs in the house, 
loving them. But in a cou¬ 
ple weeks, when things get 
back to normal and those 
dogs are let back out, then 
we’ll see. 

“Like I said, I’m not 
pointing at nobody, but it 
sure seems like it’s a dog.” 

Property owners have rights 

What Newton said con¬ 
cerns him is that when 
attacks similar to this have 
happened in the past, the 
attacker has been found 
relatively quickly. 

“I researched this, and 
surprisingly there have 
been a lot of attacks like 
this all around the county,” 
he said. “But the difference 
with those is that in bet¬ 
ter than ninety percent of 
those the attacker has been 
found. In one instance it 


was two dogs, and one was 
a Dalmatian, so it doesn’t 
have to be some kind of 
dog that you’d think is just 
vicious.” 

Officials had set traps 
and tried to lure the preda¬ 
tor but were unsuccessful. 

But now, as the com¬ 
munity moves forward, 
Carriss and Newton pointed 
out that it’s important that 
animal owners know their 
rights. 

“First off, if you see any¬ 
thing please call animal 
control [633-0009] or central 
dispatch, 633-2323,” Newton 
said. 

Shelby County Sheriff 
Mike Armstrong told the 
crowd that they do have 
rights if their animals are 
being attacked. 

“You can destroy an ani¬ 
mal if it’s a threat to public 
safety, property or your 
livestock,” he said. “So if 
you catch a dog, or whatev¬ 
er, in your pen attacking or 
acting aggressively toward 
your goats or calves, you 
can put it down.” 

When asked what the 
law was regarding seeing 
an animal on someone 
else’s property, Armstrong 
paused. 

“Just be careful,” he said. 
“If you see animals roam¬ 
ing around, know that ani¬ 
mals don’t know property 
boundaries. If you see an 
animal destroying property, 
I think we all know what 
should happen, but just be 
very careful with that. We 
don’t want to go around just 
shooting at animals.”

er was able to take Brown 
to the ground and remove 
the hammer before officers 
arrived. 

Brown was charged with 
possession of drug parapher¬ 
nalia after police found a 
marijuana pipe in his pocket, 
according to court documents. 

Reports say that “mul¬ 
tiple subjects” reported that 
Brown had been “running 
around their house all night” 
at 545 Carlton Drive before 
his encounter with the state 
trooper. 

Brown was released later 


that morning on a $2,500 bond. 

The arrest warrant served 
on Brown last Thursday says 
that he used phone calls and 
text messages on Nov. 10 when 
he “threatened to kill” a per¬ 
son named Kendall Cunning¬ 
ham. 

Brown claimed to be a 
member of an organization 
called Cherokee Country ear¬ 
lier this year when faced with 
a host of traffic charges that 
resulted from two traffic stops. 

During both stops Brown 
handed police a Cherokee 
Country license before being 
charged with driving without 
a license, no insurance and 
other traffic violations. 

During the first traffic stop, 
a state trooper learned that 


Brown was wanted on a Fay¬ 
ette County bench warrant 
and took him to jail, which 
Brown apparently considered 
being kidnapped. 

District Court Judge Linda 
Armstrong required him to 
post a $500 surety bond follow¬ 
ing the February traffic stop, 
which he apparently consid¬ 
ered being held for ransom. 
During the second stop, Law¬ 
renceburg Police officer Jer¬ 
emy Cornish wrote in his com¬ 
plaint that Brown told him 
that his father had obtained 
his Cherokee Nation identi¬ 
fication from “a machine” in 
Tennessee, according to court 
documents. 

In March, Brown signed a con¬ 
sent form with the “Supreme 


Court of Cherokee Country,” 
giving it consent to “adjudicate 
if the complaint is deemed 
necessary,” according to court 
documents. 

In asserting his rights, Brown 
wrote, “While Dalton Wayne 
Brown of the paint clan was in 
jail, they forcefully put hands 
on him and harmed him,” 
according to court records. 
“They stole his belongings 
from his body and threat¬ 
ened him several times,” and 
“forced me to take a picture 
and fingerprints by force, all 
under duress.” 

Brown added that he as the 
“right to travel the earth my 
any means,” and that he was 
“kidnapped and held 84 hours 
waiting for ransom.” 


In a motion to dismiss the 
charges, Brown claimed that 
the federal treaty of 1791 was 
breached, and claims Brown 
is due a “standing declaratory 
judgment of 1 million US dol¬ 
lars and five live eagles.” 

In another document, 
Brown said he wants “a fair 
and equitable amount for kid¬ 
napping and ransom paid, and 
an order to address the public 
officials to prevent this action 
from happening again.” 

In October, Brown pleaded 
guilty to not having a drivers 
license and not wearing a seat 
belt. Other charges against 
him were dismissed.

charges, along with possession 
of a handgun by a convicted 
felon. 

In October of 2010, he was 
charged with trafficking in 


a controlled substance along 
with trafficking within 1,000 
yards of a school. 

The following November 
he entered guilty pleas on a 
number of charges in a plea 
deal that resulted the posses¬ 
sion of a handgun by a con¬ 
victed felon and trafficking 
within 1,000 yards of a school 


being dismissed by the com¬ 
monwealth’s attorney’s office, 
according to documents on file 
in circuit court. 

He was sentenced to five 
years probation on Nov. 21, 
2011, and received the same 
sentence a week later in 
Anderson Circuit Court. 

When he was arrested June 


8,2010, police say he told them 
he had just snorted oxycodone 
up his left nostril and was in 
possession of a variety of ille¬ 
gal prescription pills. 

Police say they also found 
a .32 caliber handgun in his 
possession, according to reports 
on file. 

His arrest last Friday night 


came after an anonymous 
source tipped off police that 
he was allegedly manufactur¬ 
ing methamphetamine. 

He was charged later that 
night by Deputy Alan Robin¬ 
son and Det. Bryan Taylor of 
the Anderson County Sheriff’s 
Office, according to police 
reports. 
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Councilman calls county judge's parking sign 'illegal'

Conway has sign 
re-installed after city 
refuses to hand over street

Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway is breaking 
the law by having a reserved 
parking sign 
installed for 
himself on Ollie 
Bowen Drive, 
according to one 
city councilman. 

“It’s illegal,” 

Councilman Ken 
Evans said when 
told that Con¬ 
way had the sign 
put up. “It’s an 
encroachment 
on the city’s 
right of way and 
needs to come 
down.” 

Conway 
had the sign 
re-installed last week on the 
heels of the city council’s vote 
to deny his request to have 
the street turned over to the 
county. 

“If the city council doesn’t 
like it, they should come 
remove it,” Conway said when 
told of Evans’ statement, not¬ 
ing that the sign’s post has 
been placed in concrete. 

The battle over Ollie Bowen 
Drive was rekindled last week 
when the city council voted 
against a request from Con¬ 
way to have it turned over to 


the fiscal court. 

A short street that connects 
Main and College streets on 
the north side of the county 
courthouse, Ollie Bowen Drive 
became a flashpoint of anger 
earlier this year when, with¬ 
out notice, the council voted to 
have its attorney send a letter 
to Conway, ordering him to 
remove his reserved parking 
sign along with those for dis¬ 
trict and circuit court judges, 
the circuit court clerk and 
county clerk. 

Conway said he put the 
sign back up for two reasons, 
including that as the county’s 
chief executive officer, he 
needs immediate access to his 
office during emergency situ¬ 
ations. 

“When something happens, 
I have to be able to get to my 
office,” Conway said, noting 
that he had been parking 
down the street at the sheriff’s 
office. “I’m the one responsible 
for making decisions during 
an emergency... not the mayor 
or anyone else.” 

Conway added that he also 
has trouble with his knees 
which is worsened when he 
has to walk from the sheriff’s 
office to his office several 
times each day. 

Evans said Conway and 
other county officials are able 
to use the city’s parking lot 
behind Conway’s office. 

“That should be a plus for 
everyone,” he said. “The area 
around the courthouse should 
be for short-term parking and 
handicapped parking.” 


Conway said that parking 
lot isn’t suitable for his truck, 
which is large and has dual 
wheels on the back. 

Evans, who voted against 
turning over the street to the 
county, said he did so because 
that’s what those he represents 


told him they wanted. 

“When that sign goes up, 
that’s him wanting the public 
to serve him, not him serving 
the public,” Evans said. 

Councilman Larry Giles 
who, along with Paul Thomas 
Vaughn, voted in favor of giv-

ing the street to the county, 
said he preferred to stay out of 
this issue. 

“I’m not going to get knee 
deep in this,” Giles said. “I’ll 
fight the devil ’til the cows 
come home, but I’m not going 
to get into a back and forth on 
this.” 

Giles said it makes no dif¬ 
ference who owns the street, 
and was surprised that the 
council voted against turning 
it over by a 4-2 margin. 

“If it’s going to stop all the 
divisiveness and craziness, hey, 
I don’t care. What’s the differ¬ 
ence who owns it, as long as 
it’s maintained and people can 
use it. 

“When we talked about it 
[before last week’s meeting] it 
appeared we were all in agree¬ 
ment that we’d do it,” Giles 
said. “Then during the meet¬ 
ing we got thrown under the 
bus.”

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Sewage dumping case now involves state, federal authorities

The investigation 
into an estimated 1,500 
gallons of raw sewage 
dumped into the ravine 
off Wildcat Road earlier 
this month is ongoing 
and now involves state 
and federal agencies. 

Det. Bryan Taylor of 
the Anderson County 
Sheriff’s Office con¬ 
firmed that he is now 
working with state and 
federal authorities, and 
that he has interviewed 
suspects in the case. 

The dumping alleg¬ 
edly took place Dec. 3 
on the gravel portion 
of Wildcat Road, just 
outside of Tyrone. A 
witness reportedly saw 
a truck used to pump 
septic tanks emptying its 
load into the ravine and 
called the police. 

When deputies 
arrived the truck was 
still there and appeared 
to have dumped approxi¬ 
mately 1,500 of its 


2,000-gallon load into the 
ravine, which includes 
a creek that empties 
directly into the Ken¬ 
tucky River. 

No arrests had been 
made in the case as of 
Tuesday, Taylor said. 

“Sometimes the 
wheels of justice turn 
slowly,” he said. “We’re 
looking for an outcome 
that will be better than 
if those involved were 
immediately charged 
that night.” 

Had those involved 
been charged at the 
scene, the worst charge 
they would have faced 
would be criminal litter¬ 
ing, which would be a 
state charge. 

“I couldn’t have even 
arrested them for that,” 
Taylor said. “That would 
have been a pre-payable 
citation... like a speeding 
ticket.” 

There is also a local 
ordinance that prohibits 
dumping sewage, but it is 
expected that if charges

are leveled against the 
suspects from the fed¬ 
eral level, those charges 
would have much more 
severe consequences. 

The septic tank truck 
is owned by Ken Lawson 
of KPL Septic Service in 
Versailles. Lawson was 
at the scene the night of 
the incident, but insisted 
he knew nothing about 
why the men driving 
the truck would dump 
sewage over the steep 
bank off Wildcat Road, 
an area long used by 
illegal dumpers that was 
cleaned up earlier this 
year. 

The two men in 
the truck have not 
been identified by law 
enforcement, but one 
is believed to be from 
Tyrone and the other 
from Versailles. 

Lawson’s statewide 
septic pumping permit 


was suspended immedi¬ 
ately following the inci¬ 
dent, according to Tim 
Wright, interim director 
of the Anderson County 
Department of Health. 

The sewage was 
cleaned up the follow¬ 
ing day using water to 
flush the sewage into 
the creek, where a large 
vacuum truck equipped 


with a hose sucked it up 
as it flowed toward the 
river. 

The cleanup costs 
were unknown at the 
time, but an official with 
the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment for Environmental 
Protection said those 
found liable for dumping 
it can be forced to reim¬ 
burse the state for those 


costs. 

The incident sparked 
considerable anger 
among local officials and 
nearby residents, and was 
scheduled to be discussed 
during Tuesday night’s 
meeting of the Anderson 
County Fiscal Court.

Serves 8 
8 slices bread (white or

1/2 pound sausage, cooked 
thoroughly and crumbled, 
rinsing with hot water to 
remove more fat 

1/2 cup low fat sour cream 
or 6 oz. plain Greek yogurt 
41/2 cups egg substitute 
(OR use 6 eggs lightly beaten 
with 3 cups fat free milk) 

7 oz. low fat cheddar 
cheese, finely shredded 
Directions: 

Spray a 9-inch x 13-inch 


pan with non-stick cooking 
spray. Place bread buttered 
side down in pan. Sprinkle 
sausage over bread. Beat eggs 
and sour cream together 
until well mixed. Pour over 
bread and sausage. Sprinkle 
shredded cheese on top. 

Cover and refrigerate over¬ 
night or at least 6 hours. Bake 
uncovered at 350 degrees for 
35 - 45 minutes.

1 cup buttermilk (see note 
below)

11/4 tsp. baking soda 

1/3 cup raisins or diced 
dates 

Directions: 

Pour boiling water over 
shredded wheat biscuit; let 
stand and cool. Then mix all 
ingredients together except 
soda and raisins in a large 
bowl. Mix well then add soda 
and raisins or dates. Stir until 
blended. Place batter in a 
large bowl and cover. Allow 
batter to stand in refrigera¬ 
tor for at least 36 hours. Bake 
at 350 degrees for 28-30 min¬ 
utes. Makes about 15 muffins. 

Note: Buttermilk is pre¬ 
ferred for best leavening and 
texture. You can substitute 1 
tablespoon lemon juice plus 
milk to make 1 cup total.

None of those adjectives 
come close to describing 
the murder of 20 defenseless first- 
graders and six adults at Sandy 
Hook Elementary School in Con¬ 
necticut. 

Incomprehensible. 

We simply can’t 
fathom how someone 
could be so sick, so 
deranged to force his 
way into an elemen¬ 
tary school, the home 
of bright eyes, tooth¬ 
less smiles and looks 
of wonder. 

Just why? 

How could anyone 
methodically aim 
a gun at such inno¬ 
cence and pull a trig¬ 
ger? Not just once, but, according 
to reports, multiple times. 

We are searching for answers 
but will find that the answers 
simply are not there. We can only 
assume that the young man who 
committed one of the most das¬ 
tardly crimes in our nation’s his¬ 
tory was deranged. 

What else can we do? 

I am angry. Angry at many 
things, but mostly angry because 
there are no explanations. 

Immediately after the news of 
the shootings the debate about 
what to do got even stronger. 

On one hand, those who support 
stronger gun-control laws imme¬ 
diately called on those in power 
to act. Obviously, they point out, 
stronger gun-control would have 
prevented such a tragedy. 


I believe those people really 
are well-meaning but are incred¬ 
ibly naive. The reality is that if 
someone is determined to commit 
a crime, he will find a way to get 
a weapon. 

Gun control is just a band-aid. 

On the other hand, I have 
seen many calls for armed law 
enforcement or allowing people 
with Concealed Carry Deadly 
Weapons permits to be at school 
all the time. The idea, of course, 
is if someone enters a school to 
commit a crime, there is at least a 
fighting chance to stop it quickly. 
This might have some teeth to it, 
but it is just a band-aid as well. 
Perhaps, but it’s still a band-aid. 

I am not downplaying security 
measures in any way. Unfortu¬ 
nately, we live in a time that calls 
for utmost vigilance. 

The problem, however, is much 
deeper than how we are going to 
protect ourselves from violence. 

There is evil in the world. 
There has been ever since the 
Garden of Eden and will be until 
the end of the world. However, 
it sure seems like we are seeing 
much more of it today. 

The question has been asked so 
many times why God has allowed 
so many unbelievable crimes 
to happen in recent years. My 
answer is that when we push God 
out of society, this is what hap¬ 
pens. When we thumb our nose at 
Him, evil reigns. 

We have allowed God to be 
taken out of schools. When I 
attended elementary school we 
openly talked about God. 


The problems we had? Cutting 
line, chewing gum or something 
of that sort. 

And, looking back now, one of 
my favorite memories of child¬ 
hood is that of my aunt, Myrtle 
Perry, principal of Alton School, 
taking a carload of her students to 
church on Sunday morning. She 
simply asked them to go. 

Now, educators doing the same 
could be facing a lawsuit. 

More than the schools, how¬ 
ever, we have pushed God out of 
society. We have glorified sin and 
called it by many other names. 

We buy our kids video games that 
depict people taking out other 
people. We see box office success 
with gore and the fantasy of, 
again, taking someone’s life. 

And we wonder why? 

Coming up on Christmas, it is 
important to remember the one 
whose birth we celebrate is called 
the “Prince of Peace.” 

It is a peace that can only be 
found in our hearts, for as long 
as there is evil in the world, there 
will be stories like Sandy Hook or 
Columbine or Virginia Tech. 

Jesus said his kingdom is “not 
of this world” (John 18:36) mean¬ 
ing it dwells in his people. Hearts 
belonging to God have true peace 
that does not and cannot exist in a 
world where evil is rampant. 

That kind of peace is not just a 
band-aid. 

It is the real cure for what ails 
the world. 

“Glory to God in the highest 
and on earth, peace, good will to 
men.”

Lawrenceburg man's Christmas CD earns props from CMT

Christmas Day, 1989. 

Brad Gulley, 7, 
wields his first guitar 
— a no name, knock-off 
Takamine. 

A family photo cap¬ 
tured the moment. 

Gulley, now 30, pre¬ 
served the memory for 
the fourth verse of a 
Christmas song. 

A song featured on 
the “Christmas the 
Mountain Way” compila¬ 
tion record that garnered 
a rave review from 
Country Music Televi¬ 
sion and a spot on its 
12-pick list of Christmas 
albums for this year. 

“I knew that had to 
be in there,” Gulley, a 
Cumberland Gap, Tenn., 
native who relocated 
to Anderson County in 
October 2010, said. 

“That song says it all.” 

What the song doesn’t 
say is how Gulley was 
laid off from working 
in the accounts payable 
office at a coal mining 
company in Corbin. 

How his love of music 
never translated to a big 
stage or a major band 
gig, but simply family 
jam sessions and acoustic 
soloist work as a “wed¬ 
ding singer.” 

“Just first dance stuff, 
when they came down 
the aisle,” Gulley said. 

How his father Steve 
Gulley was producing 
an album last year for 
Cumberland River, a 
bluegrass band in search 
of another lead singer. 

Steve Gulley brought 
up his son as a possibility. 
Cumberland River gave 
Brad Gulley a call. 

Gulley said he 
expressed reservations 
about joining the band. 
He spoke with his wife 
Sheila Gulley, a nurse 
at Frankfort Regional 
Medical Center, and 
his 5-year-old daughter 
Emma about the oppor¬ 
tunity that would allow 
him to play music he 
loves, but take him away 
from his family more 
often. 

“I just never felt like it 
was the right time or fit,” 
Gulley said of previous 
openings to join bands, 
adding that kids and life 
happened. “I just saw a 
lot of opportunity. I felt 
like this was the best 


opportunity I was going 
to get.” 

Gulley was nervous. 
He didn’t play with his 
new band until they 
were on stage at his first 
gig with Cumberland 
River. He rehearsed 
beforehand with the 
band’s CD, and ’’churned 
and churned” until he 
got it right. 

But it wasn’t too hard 
to connect with his band 
mates, he said, who were 
raised in the same way 
as Gulley was, and grew 
up about an hour away 
from Cumberland Gap. 

“As the crow flies, 
it’s not but 15 minutes 
to Harlan,” Gulley said 
of the proximity to his 
hometown. 


Never hurts to enjoy 
bluegrass, either. 

“A lot of people have 
called (Cumberland 
River) swamp grass or 
dirty grass,” he said. “It’s 
bluegrass with an edge.” 

That edge includes 
flat picking the high- 
intensity rhythm of 
bluegrass music, a style 
that was initially foreign 
to Gulley, who is tradi¬ 
tionally a bass player 
and acoustic guitarist. 

But since joining Cum¬ 
berland River, Gulley 
said he’s performed 60 
times in the last year. He 
usually is only gone for 
the weekends, he said. 

“It’s hard to be away 
from your wife and 
daughter, more than 
anything else,” Gulley 
said. 

Thankfully, he said, 
his employers at Save-a- 
Lot have allowed Gulley, 
who stocks shelves at the 
store, to have a pretty 
flexible schedule. 

“I always watched, 
kind of like a player on 
a bench you know, but 
when you’re a performer, 
there’s a lot less sleep 
and a lot more respon¬ 
sibility,” Gulley said of 
touring with the blue¬ 
grass band. 

The legacy of Gulley’s 
musical family is rooted 
deep in bluegrass. 

His father is Steve 
Gulley, famous Renfro 
Valley performer, music 
producer and songwriter. 

His grandfather is 
Don Gulley, another 
renowned bluegrass 
musician. 

His brother-in-law 
Gary Robertson Jr., even 
recently joined Cumber¬ 
land River as lead guitar¬ 
ist. 

Every Christmas 
evening in Tennessee, 
Gulley said, his fam¬ 
ily would gather for an 
impromptu jam session. 

This past June Gulley 
stood in the 91-degree 
Bell Theater in Pineville 
to record a Christmas 
album with his father, 
grandfather, stepmother 
and fellow band mem¬ 
bers in Cumberland 
River. 

The jam session wasn’t 
spontaneous. But it was 
memorable, Gulley said. 

One song features 
three generations of 
the Gulley family, a 
track now captured and 
recorded in the “Christ¬ 
mas the Mountain Way” 
dual concert DVD and 
Christmas album. 

“I loved it, getting to 
share the stage with him 
and my papaw. It was 
special,” Gulley said of 
the summer recording 
session in Pineville. 

“It means a lot now 
and I know it’ll mean a 
lot more in the future.” 

CMT’s inclusion of 
“Christmas the Mountain 
Way” in its Nov. 26 article 
about 12 notable Christ¬ 
mas albums of 2012 also 
meant a lot to Gulley. 
Chris Parton of CMT.com 
wrote that the album is 
sure to “take listeners on 
a journey of spiritual-

ity and cozy mountain 
cabins.” 

“I thought it was 
really neat,” he said, 
“because you go down 
and you see Lady Ante¬ 
bellum and our little 
CD.” 

As for the future 
journey of Cumberland 
River (which Gulley 
described as “up and 
coming”), Gulley said the 
band has had some lucky 
breaks, contributing 
tracks to the soundtrack 
of the FX network show 
“Justified” and of course, 
being profiled by CMT. 

He knows one thing: 
Gulley doesn’t want to go 
back to accounting. 

“Definitely what I’m 
doing now. I definitely 
want to play music,” he 
said. 

Which of course 
includes teaching his 
daughter Emma, a few

It is still early. Very early

Those scores indicate 
Anderson was very good 
before the Christmas break.

Lady Bearcats demolish Dunbar 

Last Tuesday, Dunbar 
was no match for the Lady 
Bearcats, who twice led by 
as many as 26 points mid¬ 
way through the second 


half. 

Eriel McKee led Ander¬ 
son with 19 points, while 
Makenzie Cann added 11 as 
Anderson improved to 5-0 on 
the year. 

“Dunbar is very athletic 
and very well-coached,” 
Anderson coach Tony Kays 
said. “It was a matter of us 
executing in every facet of 
the game.” 

The Lady Bearcats erased 
Dunbar’s only lead with a 
7-0 run that made it 11-5 late 
in the first quarter and the 


rout was on. McKee started 
the short blitz, grabbing a 
rebound, then laying the 
ball in at the other end of 
the court. Cann punctuated 
the spree with a 3-pointer. 

The Lady Bearcats went 
on another 7-0 run and 
eventually built a 27-12 lead 
at the half even though 
starting center Kali Whi¬ 
teside picked up her third 
foul late in the first quar¬ 
ter. Whiteside had scored 
Anderson’s first two baskets 
inside and had been a physi¬ 


cal presence to counter Dun¬ 
bar’s size, which included 
the 6-foot-l Todd and 5-10 
Lakeena Parks. 

“Our rebounding stands 
out more than anything,” 
Kays said. “We just dominat¬ 
ed the boards and didn’t give 
anything to them inside, 
even with their size. They 
can really hurt you with 
their offensive rebounding.” 

McKee hauled in 12 
rebounds while Cann and 
Whiteside both had 10. 

Dunbar, which was play¬ 
ing without guard Jordin 
Fender, considered one of 
the 11th Region’s Top 10 
players, had trouble moving 
the ball against Anderson’s 
pressure. The Lady Bearcats 
forced 24 turnovers. 

Anderson’s advantage 
never dipped below 13 points 
in the second half and 
reached 42-16 when McKee 
converted a Libby Pike pass 
for a basket to cap a 13-0 
scoring run. Cann put the 
Lady Bearcats up 44-18 with 
a move in the lane early in 
the fourth quarter. 

“We were good in every 
facet of the game, but it 
starts with defense,” Kays 
said. “Our press was effec¬ 
tive and (Dunbar) turned 
the ball over. The kids are 
buying into the idea that 
defense wins champion¬ 
ships.”

Lady Bearcats stay focused 
on reaching Sweet 16 

I t’s a fashionable term these days, 
to tell ball players they need to 
have their game face on. 

What that really is, I 
can’t really describe. I just 
know it when I see it. 

Monday night, Kali 
Whiteside had it, even 
when she could have 
been on cruise control. 

Her Anderson County 
team already up 38-10 
on 30 th District foe Spen¬ 
cer County, the Lady 
Bearcats’ seventh win in 
as many tries was already 
safely tucked away even 
though there were more 
than 18 minutes still to play. 

After a Spencer shot caromed off 
the rim, Whiteside, a 6-foot-l center, 
ripped the rebound away from Spen¬ 
cer’s Mackenzie Myers with so much 
authority that Myers appeared to be 
caught off guard for a split second. 

It was that kind of night for the 
Lady Bearcats, who wound up with 
a 60-19 win that prompted the new 
“mercy rule” to be invoked less than 
30 seconds into the second half. 

Whiteside’s intensity was no sur¬ 
prise, nor was it an aberration on a 
girls’ basketball team that is playing 
with a huge chip on its shoulder early 
in the season. Through seven games, 
Anderson has put up an average mar-

gin of victory of 24.9 points. No one, 
repeat, no one has come within 10 
points of the Lady Bearcats so far. 

While Spencer was out of it within 
the first two minutes as the Lady 
Bearcats ripped off an 8-0 lead, some 
of the rest of Anderson’s victims read 
like an excerpt from the Who’s Who 
of Kentucky Girls’ Basketball. 

Anderson has routed regional 
favorites Dunbar, Butler and Lincoln 
County. The Lady Bearcats have 
jumped on teams from the outset, 
whether they are powers or teams 
like Spencer, which came into Mon¬ 
day’s game at 4-5 but realistically was 
given no chance of upsetting the Lady 
Bearcats. 

“This group has been great at keep¬ 
ing themselves focused,” Anderson 
coach Tony Kays said. “That is the 
sign of a really good team. You have to 
play hard every possession.” 

Which, for the most part, is what 
Anderson did in Monday’s rout. Kays 
employed a 1-2-1-1 zone press early, a 
scheme that fits his team perfectly. 
With gifted athlete Eriel McKee play¬ 
ing the point and Alex Avritt and Des¬ 
tiny Stewart on the wings, the harass¬ 
ment is so thorough that Makenzie 
Cann, in the middle of the press, came 
up with a bushel of steals. 

Four of Spencer’s first five posses¬ 
sions ended in backcourt turnovers. If 
the Bears need some consolation, they 
should know the same thing has hap¬ 
pened to virtually every other team 
Anderson has destroyed in December. 

Monday, things got so out of hand 
that when McKee’s layup to start the 
second half made it 46-10 and invoked 
the mercy rule, no one seemed to 
know exactly how to enforce it. The 
clock was running through some free 
throws and stopped for others. For 
the record, the clock is to stop for foul 
shots. 

Chances are the Lady Bearcats 
won’t be playing out the clock many 
more times this year. They do go to 
Spencer on Jan. 11, as the 30 th District 
girls are playing a home-and-home 
schedule this year. 

Friday, though, the romps figure 
to end when the Lady Bearcats open 
play in the Republic Bank Classic. 
They will be favored to win their first 
game but then could face Assump¬ 
tion, a team that beat Anderson in a 
scrimmage, and top-ranked Marion 
County, both on Saturday. 

Anderson is very good right now 
and could be much better come the 
real tournament times in late Febru¬ 
ary and March. 

Until then, it will be a matter of 
seeing if the Lady Bearcats really 
have their game face on.

Ailing grandmother inspires young 
archer to world-record performance

Even if Santa were to bypass Cam¬ 
eron Peyton’s house next week, it 
wouldn’t matter.

It is also true 
that Peyton shot a 298 out of a possible 
300, setting a world record score for the 
event.

His grandmother saw it happen. 

“About three or four days before 
the tournament, we found out she had 
cancer and had three or four months to 
live,” Peyton said of his grandmother, 
Geraldine Peyton.

The Anderson County bas¬ 
ketball teams will have a busy 
weekend as they get ready 
for the Christmas break with 
tournaments that should be 
good tests for their progress.

Swimmers finish strong at Woodford

Anderson County swimming fin¬ 
ished 13th out of 24 teams at the 
highly-competitive Woodford County 
Invitational, held Saturday at Falling 
Springs in Versailles. 

The Anderson boys placed 12th, 
while the girls finished 15th. Overall, 
the Anderson swimmers scored 93 
points, tying with Marion County for 
13th. 

“I am pretty satisfied with this 
outcome,” said Anderson coach Karla 
Williams. “We were missing four of our 
swimmers. We had several drop lots of 
good time and pretty much all the rest 
of ours were able to hold their times 
and not add too much.” 

Ben Spear turned in one of his best 
days of his career, dropping nine sec¬ 
onds off his 200 freestyle time, finish¬ 
ing at 2:27.13, for 20th place. He also 
sliced nine seconds off his 100 time, 
falling to 1:01.82 for 14th place. 

Kylie Gehefer scored 15 points for 
the Bearcats in the 50-yard freestyle 
and 100-yard breaststroke. 

Others who saw big drops in their 
times included Audrey Rice, who sliced 
four seconds off her 50-yard freestyle 
time, Madison Hamel took nine seconds 
off her 100-yard freestyle time while 
Kennedy Clark took 10 seconds off her 
100-yard freestyle. 

The Anderson boys’ 200-yard free¬ 
style relay team took a whopping 16 
seconds off its time to finish at 1:46.27. 

A week earlier, the Anderson 
teams competed in the Shelby County 
Holiday Classic, a meet that featured 
sprints only, meaning the longest races 


were 100 yards while the longest relays 
were 200. 

“This was kind of a rough meet,” 
Williams said. “We were missing some 
of our swimmers and had quite a few 
disqualifications.” 

Anderson swimmers were taken 
down because of improper form or 
failure to properly touch the wall on a 
turn. 

“Even in the midst of all the dis¬ 
qualifications, we did have several 
swimmers drop time,” Williams said. 
“The biggest one that stands out in my 
head is Ben Spear. The fastest recorded 
50 freestyle time that I have for him 
was a 28.10. He really turned on in the 
very last relay of this meet (the 200 
free relay) and swam his 50 freestyle 
in 25.52. That is a huge drop of time in 
such a short event.” 

Williams also noted that Gehefer 
had a good day in the 50-yard breast¬ 
stroke. 

“Her fastest time going into this 
event was a 37.01,” Williams said. 

“Kylie dropped almost one second by 
finishing with a time of 36.02, putting 
her in third place over the women’s 50 
breast in this meet.” 

Williams saw much to like in the 
meet at Shelby. 

“Minus all of the disqualifications, I 
was pretty pleased with the numerous 
time drops in most of my swimmers’ 
events. Almost all of them dropped 
a little bit of time off their events; 
which is exactly what we should be 
seeing.”

That is a relative term, akin to Larry 
Bird hitting 85 percent of his free 
throws or Aroldis Chapman throwing a 
98 mph fastball. Not very good for one 
of the best is still mighty good. 

“When he says he’s not shooting his 
best,” his father, Brian Peyton interjects 
with a smile, “he is still shooting a 290.” 

Mighty good, but not anywhere 
close to what would be needed to 
become a champion. 

And on that Monday night, the 
hearts in the Peyton household were 
heavy, knowing they were about to 
head to Florida and Geraldine Peyton 
had never seen her youngest of two 
grandchildren compete. 

What happened next sounds like 
something concocted in Hollywood, but 
it really happened in Anderson County. 

“On Tuesday, she decided to go with 
us,” says Brian Peyton, an only child. 

And Cameron Peyton was suddenly 
energized. 

“I was pretty happy. I had something 
to shoot for,” he says. “I wasn’t shoot¬ 
ing for myself. I was shooting for my 
Granny. I wanted to do it for her.” 

The family loaded up in Brian’s 
van with his mother resting on a back 
seat that can be transformed into a 
bed. Cameron and the other Anderson 
County archers were set to go on Fri¬ 
day, Oct. 5. 

“I just wanted to do it of her,” he says 
repeatedly. 

There were some predictable nerves. 
“I prayed, ‘Help me do this for Granny, 
not for me.” 

But things did not appear to be turn¬ 
ing out well. On his third shot, from 
only 10 meters, Peyton missed the 
bullseye, getting a 9. 

The same thing happened on the 
sixth shot. In a competition consisting 
of six rounds of five shots, Peyton had 
missed two shots in what is usually 
considered the easier round. 

Somehow, when Peyton moved back 
to 15 meters, the bullseye got a bit big¬ 


ger. The arrow got even straighten 

So straight that over his final 24 
shots, the bullseye got a workout 

Ten. Ten. Ten. Ten. Every single 
shot. 

Ten. Ten. Ten. Ten. Twenty-four 
consecutive perfect shots. 

Peyton was in such a zone that he 
became the first archer in the history 
of the NASP Tournament to achieve 
perfection from 15 meters. 

“I wanted to do it for her,” Cameron 
says again. 

Cameron knew he had finished 
with a 298, but with top competitors 
still to shoot, he and his family had 
to wait overnight. It was on Saturday 
morning that Cameron learned that 
Bradley Long, shooting for Caudill 
Middle School of Richmond had come 
in one point short. 

(Long won the middle school divi¬ 
sion but finished second to Peyton in 
the overall standings.) 

“I said, ‘Granny, we did it,”’ Cameron 
says. 

Details of the Peytons’ story had 
somehow leaked through the competi¬ 
tion. 

There were tears as Cameron 
pushed his 75-year-old grandmother 
to the podium where she accepted the 
championship trophy with him. A 
lady from South Africa presented Pey¬ 
ton with her country’s flag, saying he 
and his grandmother’s story had been 
an inspiration. 

“At the awards ceremony, Granny 
said it was one of the best things she 
had ever gone to,” Cameron recalls. 

And you can rest assured it was the 
best present Cameron Peyton could 
have received. 

“I learned to call upon the Lord and 
he will answer your prayers,” he says. 
“It’s weird. Something bad turned into 
something good over three or four 
days. 

“It was a nightmare, then it was 
one of those things that should be a 
movie.”
